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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been carefully 
considered and are responded to below. 

Applicant submits that Takao does not teach the required oxygen deficient NiOx of the claimed invention because Takao's powder mixture 
is not chemically linked but are two separate compounds in a solid state. 

The examiner disagrees because Takao teaches a nickel powder and a nickel oxide powder. When the ratio of nickel to oxygen is greater 
than one the target will be deficient in oxygen. Since Takao teaches a target with more nickel it will be oxygen deficient. The Examiner has 
reviewed the claims and specification and could not find support for NiOx (x is less than one) is one chemical compound in which the atoms 
are covalently linked. Additionally this limitation is not recited in the claims. 

Applicant submits that the Takao mixture would have different properties than Applicant's invention because Takao's mixture is not oxygen 
deficient. The Examiner disagrees and maintains that Takao's target has more nickel than oxygen and therefore is oxygen deficient 
because it combines nickel powders and nickel oxide powders. 

Applicant submits that Takao's powder is not oxygen deficient because there is not evidence to indicate it is oxygen deficient. Applicant in 
claim 2 requires the oxygen deficiency to stem from a blend of nickel and nickel oxide powders. The Takao target is formed from blended 
nickel and nickel oxide powders. The Examiner takes the positon that this is evidence that the Takao target is oxygen deficient. 

Applicant asserts that the Takao powders have not reacted with one another, however, there is no limitation in the claim requiring a reaction 
between powders. 
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
